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MODERN  PERSIAN  MINTS 

By  Richard  D.  Plant 

For  sheer  variety  of  reverse  types  the  coins  of  the  Qajar  Shahs  of  Persia  take  a  lot 
of  beating;  and  this  despite  their  containing  no  pictorial  design,  and  in  fact  having 
no  more  than  the  name  of  the  place  where  they  were  minted,  and  sometimes  the  date. 

Two  things  help  to  make  these  coins  a  lovely  little  series  to  collect.  Firstly,  they 
were  produced  when  the  art  of  calligraphy  was  at  its  height;  and,  secondly,  each 
mint  has  attached  to  it  an  “honorific  epithet” — thus  a  Qazvin  reverse  reads  not 
just  “minting  of  Qazvin”  but  “minting  of  Qazvin,  the  abode  of  the  Sultanate”. 

The  only  trouble  is  that  these  very  factors  which  make  these  coins  interesting  and 
beautiful  also  make  them  difficult  to  read.  Letters  forming  the  same  word  may  not 
be  written  together;  the  diacritical  dots  which  distinguish  various  Arabic  letters 
are  only  sometimes  written  in.  For  quick  identification  of  a  coin  it  is  necessary  to 
know  the  honorific  epithets  of  the  mints,  as  these  are  often  more  easily  read  than  the 
mint  name  itself. 

For  this  reason  I  am  listing  the  epithets,  and  I  am  also  including  a  map  of  Persia 
showing  where  the  mints  are,  as  I  feel  this  may  be  a  convenience  to  the  reader.

The  language  of  these  epithets  is  Arabic. 

In  this  listing  I  have  not  included  the  mints  which  produced  the  “autonomous” 
copper,  though  these  are  most  interesting  in  their  own  right.  However,  these  were 
not  an  “imperial”  issue  and  they  do  not  use  epithets — nor  are  they  usually  very 
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legible,  unless  I  have  been  particularly  unlucky  with  the  ones  that  have  come  my 
way ! 

On  the  other  hand,  not  all  the  mints  listed  are  now  in  Persia.  Erivan  was  lost  to 
the  Russians  in  1827.  Herat  never  was  Persian  at  this  stage  of  history,  yet  the  Qajars 
tried  hard  to  regain  it,  and  were  in  a  position  to  mint  a  few  coins  there  around  1800. 

Mints  are  not  always  written  in  exactly  the  same  way  on  all  gold  and  silver  coins 
from  the  beginning  of  the  Qaiar  period  until  Shah  Nasir  ed-din  suppressed  the 
provincial  mints  in  1877;  but  on  the  whole  the  manner  of  writing  remains  fairly 
static  for  each  mint,  and  for  this  reason  readers  may  find  it  helpful  if  I  show  a  number 
of  examples.

and  their  dates  fall  within  the  period  1672  to  1951.  The  other  records  concerning  the 
copper  and  bronze  coinage  struck  in  the  Mint  during  that  period  down  to  the  year 
1910  are  entered  in  the  Record  Books  in  Class  Mint  1. 
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In  1672  the  Privy  Council  decided  upon  a  State  coinage  of  copper  half  pence  and 
farthings,  and  the  Mint  began  the  striking  of  the  coins  in  the  August  of  that  year. 
The  coins  were  made  legal  tender  by  Proclamation  on  the  16th  August,  1672,  which 
stated  that  the  coins  were  to  contain  as  much  copper  as  should  be  of  the  true  intrinsic 
value  of  each  less  the  charges  only  of  coining  and  uttering.  Four  years  later,  the 
coinage  was  stopped  by  Order  in  Council  dated  the  11th  August,  1676. 

From  1684  to  1692,  the  Mint  coined  tin  half  pence  and  farthings  under  the 
authority  of  an  Order  in  Council  dated  the  28th  May,  1684;  that  coinage  being  a 
means  to  provide  an  outlet  for  the  tin  mined  in  Cornwall  and  Devon.  It  was  dis¬ 
continued  upon  objections  being  raised  to  the  difference  between  the  intrinsic  and  the 
face  value  of  the  coins. 

Upon  the  resumption  of  the  coinage  of  copper  half  pence  and  farthings  in  1693, 
the  work  was  entrusted  by  the  Crown  to  private  contractors  who  used  the  facilities 
of  the  Mint  for  carrying  cut  some  of  the  coining  processes.  That  coinage  by  contract 
ceased  in  1701.  No  copper  coins  were  issued  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne. 

The  Mint  resumed  the  coinage  of  copper  half  pence  and  farthings  under  the 
authority  of  a  Royal  Warrant  dated  the  13th  September,  1717,  and  the  issue  of  the 
coins  began  early  in  1718.  Apart  from  a  brief  stoppage  in  1719,  this  coinage  ran  for 
the  agreed  seven  years,  being  completed  in  1725.  The  coinage  began  again  in  1729 
under  the  authority  of  a  Royal  Warrant  dated  the  24th  July,  1729;  and  it  continued, 
with  stoppages  between  1755  and  1762,  until  1775. 

By  the  year  1797,  the  volume  of  counterfeit  half  pence  in  circulation  had  grown  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  Government  decided  upon  the  issue  of  a  new  copper  coinage 
consisting  of  two  pences,  pence,  half  pence  and  farthings,  to  remedy  the  incon¬ 
veniences  and  losses  inflicted  by  the  counterfeits.  Contracts  for  this  new  coinage  were 
placed  by  the  Treasury  with  the  firm  of  Boulton  and  Watt  during  the  period  1797 
to  1807.  Tenders  submitted  by  the  Mint  in  1798,  1799  and  1802  were  disregarded. 

When  ample  supplies  of  the  new  coins  had  become  available,  the  public  refused 
to  take  the  old  half  pence  issued  by  the  Mint  from  1719  to  1775;  and  this  refusal  led 
to  large  quantities  of  the  old  half  pence  being  held  by  brewers  and  other  traders. 
Upon  representations  being  made  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  old  half  pence,  an  Order 
in  Council  dated  the  2nd  July,  1809,  was  obtained  for  that  purpose.  At  that  time, 
however,  the  Mint  was  fully  occupied  with  preparations  for  its  removal  from  the 
Tower  of  London  to  Little  Tower  Hill;  and  so  the  project  for  the  withdrawal  of  the 
old  half  pence  had  to  be  dropped  until  the  Mint  had  settled  down  in  its  new  premises^ 
A  renewed  Order  in  Council  for  the  withdrawal  was  issued  on  the  30th  Januar\^| 
1814,  and  under  that  Order  the  Mint  accepted  at  face  value  half  pence  of  the  1719  to 
1775  issues  and  such  counterfeits  as  could  not  be  excluded  without  skilled  scrutiny, 
but  only  in  quantities  of  not  less  than  280  pounds  weight.  The  withdrawals  of  the 
old  halfpence,  which  had  then  become  known  as  the  Old  Tower  half  pence,  con¬ 
tinued  until  they  were  stopped  on  the  31st  December,  1817,  by  Proclamation  of  the 
17th  December,  1817. 

Coinage  of  copper  farthings  was  again  resumed  by  the  Mint  in  1821.  In  1822  and 
1823,  owing  to  pressure  of  work,  the  coinage  of  copper  pence  and  halfpence  was  put 
out  to  contract  with  the  firm  of  Boulton  and  Watt.  From  then  onwards  until  the 
replacement  of  the  copper  coinage  by  the  bronze  coinage  in  1860,  most  of  the  needs 
for  Imperial  copper  coinage  were  met  by  the  Mint  itself.  Any  difficulties  arising  by 
pressure  of  other  work  in  hand  were  met  by  the  purchase  of  blanks  ready  for  striking 
or  by  contracts  for  finished  coin  with  the  firm  of  Heaton  and  Son,  the  successors  to 
Boulton  and  Watt. 

In  August,  1859,  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed  to  extend  the  enactments 
relating  to  the  copper  coin  to  coin  of  mixed  metal;  and  in  1860,  upon  bronze  being 
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substituted  for  copper,  steps  were  taken  to  withdraw  copper  coins  and  to  replace  them 
by  exchange  or  otherwise  with  bronze  coins  composed  of  95  per  cent  copper,  4  per 
cent  tin  and  1  per  cent  zinc.  At  the  same  time  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  change  the 
weights  to  the  new  weights  of  48  pennies,  or  40  pence  in  half  pence  or  farthings,  to 
one  pound  avoirdupois;  since  complaints  had  been  made  from  time  to  time  of  the 
weights  of  the  copper  coins  which  the  doctrine  of  intrinsic  value  had  kept  up  almost 
to  the  level  of  1672.  To  facilitate  the  withdrawal,  a  premium  of  2  per  cent  was  allowed 
on  the  face  value  of  all  consignments  of  copper  coin  sent  to  the  Mint  by  the  31st 
December,  1869.  Currency  was  given  to  the  bronze  pence,  half  pence  and  farthings 
by  Proclamation  on  the  17th  December,  1860.  All  copper  moneys  coined  by  virtue  of 
any  Proclamation  prior  to  the  17th  December,  1860,  were  decry ed  from  the  31st 
December,  1869,  by  Proclamation  on  the  13th  May,  1869. 

^  The  large  initial  quantity  of  bronze  coin  required  to  replace  the  copper  coinage 
Wv as  issued  over  a  period  of  three  years,  about  one-third  of  that  quantity  being  struck 
in  the  Mint  and  two-thirds  being  supplied  under  contracts  for  finished  coin  with  the 
firms  of  Watt  and  Company,  and  Heaton  and  Son,  of  Birmingham.  Subsequently  the 
less  considerable  quantities  of  bronze  coin  required  for  circulation  were  coined  and 
issued  directly  by  the  Mint  whenever  possible;  although  again,  when  other  coinage 
work  was  particularly  heavy,  the  Mint  occasionally  found  it  necessary  to  obtain  blanks 
ready  for  striking,  and  in  exceptional  circumstances  to  contract  out  for  finished  coin. 
During  the  years  1874  to  1882,  contracts  for  finished  coin  were  placed  with  the  firm 
of  Heaton  and  Son  which  became  the  Birmingham  Mint  in  1889.  Similar  contracts 
were  placed  with  the  Birmingham  Mint  in  1912,  1918  and  1919,  and  with  the  King’s 
Norton  Aletal  Company  in  1918  and  1919. 

Worn  bronze  coins  of  the  earlier  issues  began  to  be  withdrawn  through  the  Post 
Offices  and  Banks  in  1908;  and  in  1922,  as  a  means  to  reduce  the  superabundance  of 
pence  at  that  time,  the  Mint  agreed  to  accept  as  worn,  irrespective  of  their  actual 
condition,  bronze  coins  of  the  two  designs  prior  to  1895.  Also  in  1922,  a  new  formula 
of  95.5  per  cent  copper,  3  per  cent  tin  and  1.5  per  cent  zinc  was  adopted  for  bronze 
coinage  struck  in  the  Mint. 

Nickel-brass  was  used  in  1937  for  the  production  of  the  twelve-sided  three  penny 
piece  introduced  in  that  year  to  replace  the  silver  three  penny  piece. 

In  1946,  the  changes  in  the  silver  currency  which  had  then  become  necessary 
involved  the  use  of  another  white  metal  to  take  the  place  of  silver.  Cupro-nickel  of 
standard  composition  was  substituted  for  silver  of  500  fineness  by  an  Act  of  Parliament 

»assed  on  the  6th  November,  1946;  and  the  first  cupro-nickel  coins  were  issued  in 
947.

O.G.  &  Co.  brass  checks.  Under  the  title  Hairdressers'"  Checks  a  definitive  article  by 
R.  N.  P.  Hawkins  about  the  checks  marked  P&O,  P  S  &  Co,  O.G.  &  Co.,  Ogee,  and  RH  &  Sons 
used  in  barbers’  saloons  here  and  in  the  Dominions,  appeared  in  the  Token  Corresponding 
Society  Bulletin ,  Vol.  I,  nos.

Thomas  Coram.  The  article  in  the  July  Bulletin  prompts  me  to  ask  whether  Mr.  Amann  or 
your  other  readers  can  tell  me  anything  of  the  background  of  the  medallion  by  Porter.  My 
specimen  is  copper  gilt  (39mm.).  Obverse:  Bust  of  Coram  facing.  Legend:  .  in  .  memory  .  of  . 
the  .  foundlings  .  friend  .  1805.  Porter  in  small  letters  below  bust.  Reverse:  foundlinc^ 
hospital  /  instituted  /  17th  October,  1739  /  thomas  coram  /  founder.  Above  these  five  lineJ| 
of  inscription  is  a  design  of  serpents  (usually  depicting  wisdom).  The  middle  serpent  with  its 
tail  in  its  mouth  (an  emblem  of  Eternity)  encloses  an  oval  16mm  by  7mm  containing  a  very 
well-engraved  date  1810.  Were  these  pieces  presented  annually  as  prizes? — Dr.  G.  H.  L. 
Bull  more. 

The  medallion  described  by  Dr.  G.  H.  L.  Bullmore  was  designed  in  1805  and  was  presented 
as  a  keepsake  to  children  who  were  leaving  the  Foundling  Hospital  to  be  apprenticed  to  a 
trade.  Silver  ones  were  minted  and  sold  to  the  Governors  at  one  guinea.  I  have  not  been  abie  to 
ascertain  when  this  custom  was  discontinued. — A.  F.  Amann. 

Coins  of  Epaticus  from  Chichester.  Two  British  coins,  more  than  1,900  years  old, 
have  been  found  during  excavations  in  Chichester.  They  were  minted  by  Epaticus,  who  ruled 
between  a.d.  25  and  35,  and  Mr.  Alec  Down,  the  director  of  excavations  at  Chichester,  said 
the  coins  were  in  excellent  condition.  They  are  now  in  the  British  Museum. — Evening  News, 
19 th  July,  1973. 

Third  Beachy  Head  Roman  Hoard.  A  hoard  of  buried  coins  found  at  Eastbourne  was 
yesterday  declared  “treasure  trove”  and  the  property  of  the  Crown.  Farmer  Edgar  Williams, 
of  Eastbourne,  and  coin  expert  Derek  Aldred,  of  Wolstenbury  Road,  Rustington,  near  Little- 
hampton,  found  the  coins  in  a  bronze  bucket  buried  at  Mr.  Williams’  farm,  Bullock  Down  at 
Beachy  Head.  They  will  get  a  reward. 

It  was  the  third  find  for  Mr.  Williams  near  the  same  spot.  More  than  5,000  coins  were 
unearthed  in  1961  and  3,000  in  1964.  He  got  rewards  on  both  occasions. 

The  find  was  a  result  of  a  systematic  search  by  the  two  men.  After  the  two  original  finds, 
Mr.  Aldred  suggested  to  Mr.  Williams  that  there  might  be  a  few  other  coins  still  lying  around. 
They  found  a  handful  of  coins  and  then  got  a  strong  signal  from  a  metal  detector  they  were 
using.  Mr.  Williams  told  the  jury  they  dug  down  about  18  in.  and  came  to  a  bronze  bucket. 
It  was  filled  to  the  brim  with  coins.  ^ 

The  two  men  notified  the  coroner  and  the  British  Museum  and  sent  500  coins  to  th^ 
British  Museum  for  analysis  and  cleaning.  They  left  the  job  of  recovering  the  bronze  bucket 
to  the  museum  experts.  Mr.  Aldred,  a  specialist  in  3rd  century  a.d.  Roman  coins,  said  after¬ 
wards  the  coins  dated  from  a.d.  253-a.d.  274. 

Coroner  Dr.  A.  C.  Somerville  said  he  did  not  want  to  raise  the  men’s  hopes  but  a  small  boy 
who  found  coins  at  Lewes  was  given  £500  reward.  He  explained  to  the  jury  that  their  duty  in 
assessing  the  find  to  be  treasure  trove  or  not  dated  back  to  ancient  times.  Treasure  trove  was 
a  source  of  raising  revenue  for  the  Crown  in  medieval  days. — Brighton  Evening  Argos,  12 th 
May,  1973. 

Treasure  Trove  Anger.  A  group  of  building  workers  who  found  327  Roman  and  Iceni 
coins  on  a  site  at  Eriswell,  in  February,  1972,  are  angry  because,  although  the  find  w'as  declared 
treasure  trove  two  months  later,  they’ve  heard  nothing  since. — A 7 ezvmarket  Journal,  \~Ith 
May,  1973. 

Coin  is  One  of  Only  Four.  One  of  the  rarest  coins  found  in  Oxford — a  silver  Saxon 
halfpenny — wras  shown  to  an  Oxford  treasure  trove  inquest  jury  today.  It  wras  found  by  Mr.  Tom 
Hassall,  director  of  the  Oxford  Architectural  Exploration  Committee,  during  emergency 
excavations  on  the  Oxford  castle  redevelopment  site. 

Dr.  Michael  Metcalfe,  assistant  keeper  at  the  Ashmolean  Museum,  said  the  coin  was  a 
silver  halfpenny  from  the  reign  of  the  10th  century  Saxon  King  Eadred.  It  wras  one  of  only 
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four  known  specimens  although  pennies  from  his  reign  were  more  common  because  they 
had  been  hoarded.  It  would  fetch  a  very  high  price  on  the  market,  he  said. 

Mr.  Hassall  said  he  found  the  coin  in  a  Saxon  rubbish  tip  which  dated  from  before  the 
castle  was  built  in  1071.  He  was  digging  with  a  trowel  in  a  trench  near  the  junction  of  New 
Road-Castle  Street  when  he  spotted  the  small  coin  which  was  bright  green. 

The  inquest  decided  that  the  coin  was  not  treasure  trove  and  awarded  it  to  Mr.  Hassall. 
He  said  that  all  finds  on  the  site  were  the  property  of  Oxfordshire  County  Council  which 
owns  the  land. — Oxford  Mail ,  13th  June,  1973. 

Henry  VII  Treasure  from  Crockerton.  An  inquest  jury  at  Salisbury  on  Thursday  last 
week  ruled  that  silver  coins  dug  up  by  housewife  Mrs.  Margaret  Meale  in  the  garden  of  her 
cottage  home  at  Crockerton  last  year  are  treasure  trove.  The  coins — nine  groats,  11  half 
groats  and  15  pence,  minted  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII,  from  1485  to  1509 — will  now  go  as 
Crown  property  to  the  British  Museum. 

“The  museum  will  later  pay  Mrs.  Meale  whatever  the  coins  are  valued  at  on  today’s 
Inarket”,  explained  the  Wiltshire  Coroner,  Mr.  G.  L.  Tush.  Earlier,  he  had  told  the  jury  that 
'the  coins  had  a  total  face  value  of  6s  3d  (about  31p)  and  had  been  described  by  an  expert  as 
a  “modest  but  worthwhile  hoard”.  He  added:  “You  have  to  decide  whether  they  were  hidden 
by  someone  intending  to  collect  them  afterwards,  in  which  case  they  are  treasure  trove,  or 
whether  they  were  casually  lost  in  which  case  they  are  not”. 

Mrs.  Meale  of  Cley  Street,  Crockerton,  said  she  was  digging  in  a  bank  in  her  garden  one 
day  in  March  last  year  when  she  unearthed  the  coins  among  some  rubbish.  “They  were  in 
what  appeared  to  be  the  rotten  remains  of  a  leather  pouch  and  at  first  I  thought  they  were  discs”, 
she  said.  “At  the  time  I  didn’t  think  very  much  about  them,  but  later,  after  speaking  to  friends, 
I  sent  them  to  the  British  Museum,  who  told  me  all  about  them.” — Wiltshire  Times ,  Hr 
June ,  1973. 

Hammered  and  milled  silver  from  Acton.  A  further  dig  and  attempted  search  with 
metal  detectors  in  the  back  garden  of  an  Acton  cottage  where  81  silver  Elizabethan  and  Re¬ 
storation  coins  were  dug  up  at  the  weekend  , failed  to  yield  anything  further  yesterday. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Owles,  archaeologist  at  Ipswich  Museum,  visited  Black  Cottages,  the  home 
of  builder  Derek  Deacon,  hoping  to  use  a  new  metal  detector  recently  presented  to  the  museum 
for  the  first  time.  But  attempts  to  assemble  and  use  the  machine  failed,  and  she  returned  to 
her  trusty  trowel. 

She  was  looking  for  further  coins  and  the  remains  of  any  container  in  which  the  discovered 
coins  may  have  been  kept. 

Mr.  Osborne  has  identified  the  81  pieces  of  silver  as  dating  back  from  the  1550s  to  1677. 

Miss  Owles  said  the  face  value  of  the  coins,  mostly  shillings  and  half  crowns,  was  about 
£4  or  £ 5 ,  and  a  colleague  at  the  British  Museum  had  said  this  would  be  about  the  life  savings 
of  a  prosperous  peasant. — East  Anglian  Times ,  16 th  May,  1973. 

Henry  VIII  Silver  Hoard  from  Little  Wymondley,  Herts.  A  collection  of  coins  un¬ 
earthed  in  Hertfordshire  may  be  treasure  trove  and  worth  thousands. 

The  577  coins,  believed  to  be  silver  groats  and  half  groats  of  the  Henry  VIII  period,  were 
ound  in  a  trench  being  dug  by  workmen  in  a  row  of  old  cottages  at  Little  Wymondley  a 
village  near  Hitchin.  They  were  all  together,  and  about  18  in.  below  floor  level. — Wolverhampton 
Express ,  23 rd  May,  1973. 

A  Daniel  Fossey  Token  from  Dunstable.  The  thirteenth  was  a  lucky  day  for  Mr. 
Edward  Hughes  of  Burr  Street,  Dunstable.  For  while  digging  in  his  garden  he  found  a  1668 
halfpenny.  Local  historian  Mr.  William  Twaddle  identified  it  as  a  trade  token  issued  by 
dealers  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  The  coin  bearing  the  name  Daniell  Fossey  and  the  words 
“his  halfe  peny”,  and  with  an  inscription  on  the  other  side,  indicates  that  Fossey  traded  in 
pipes  and  tobacco  .—Dunstable  Gazette,  25  th  May,  1973. 

Modern  Gold  from  Ide  Hill,  Sevenoaks.  A  building  worker  has  found  a  jar  containing 
190  gold  coins  while  building  steps  leading  to  a  bungalow  at  Ide  Hill,  near  Sevenoaks,  Kent. 
Mr.  Leslie  Bonnett  said:  “I  was  digging  out  the  bank  when  I  caught  sight  of  what  looked  like 
a  pickle  jar.  When  I  looked  closer  I  saw  the  coins — 104  sovereigns  and  86  half-sovereigns”. 

The  coins  dated  from  1860  to  1910.  are  estimated  to  be  worth  £1,500.  A  police  spokesman 
said:  “An  inquest  will  be  held  to  decide  whether  the  coins  are  treasure  trove”. — Bournemouth 
Evening  Echo,  5th  July,  1973. 

Islamic  Hoard  from  Russia.  Two  11 -year-old  schoolboys  have  found  the  largest 
treasure  of  ancient  coins  ever  discovered  in  the  Soviet  Union,  the  Tass  News  Agency  said 
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today.  It  said  that  the  youths  were  walking  on  freshly-ploughed  land  near  the  Byelorussian 
village  of  Kazyanka  when  they  spotted  silver  coins  in  the  earth. 

Investigating,  they  found  a  44-pound  treasure  of  8,000  coins,  minted  in  the  eighth  and 
ninth  centuries  in  Baghdad,  Samarkand,  Bukhara  and  Merv,  Tass  said.  The  find  was  wrapped 
in  birch  bark.  The  area  is  on  an  ancient  trade  route  from  Scandinavia  and  Western  Europe 
to  the  Black  Sea. — Evening  Press  (Dublin),  1st  June,  1973.

HOP-PICKERS’  TOKENS 


These  tokens  usually  have  the  name  or 
initials  of  the  grower  and  a  figure  indicating 
the  number  of  bushels  of  hops  collected,  or  a 
value,  and  were  given  to  pickers  on  the  spot 
to  be  exchanged  later  for  cash.  The  earliest 
known  dated  examples  are  those  of  John  Toke 
(1767,  see  HT205/6  below).  Cards  began 
to  be  used  more  from  the  late  nineteenth 
century,  but  one  or  two  farms  were  still  using 
metal  tokens  in  the  1930s. 

Nearly  all  listed  below  are  mentioned  in 
articles  by  the  Rev.  R.  W.  H.  Acworth  in  the 
Journal  of  the  South-Eastern  Agricultural 
College ,  Wye,  Kent  (Nos.  40,  Julv  1937;  and 
44,  July  1939). 

Unless  stated  otherwise,  the  tokens  are  cast, 
in  lead  or  lead  alloy.  Those  of  zinc  or  thin  iron 
are  always  punch-struck,  and  date  from  about 
1840  onwards.
